BRITISH OFFICIAL STATEMENT 


LONDON, May 21.-—The British official statement tonight says: 

“Our positions in the Hindenburg Line northwest of Bullecourt 
have been secured during the day, with little interference from the 
enemy. All information tater ing the severity of the German 
osses in tho recent fighting in t area. 
: “With the exception of a sector about 2,000 yards long, imme- 
diately west of Bullecourt, we now hold the whole of the Hindenburg 
Line from a point one mile west of Bullecourt to Arras. 

“The hostile artillery has again shown considerable activity on 
the north bank of the Scarpe. 

“There was great aerial activity yesterday. A number of suc- 
cessful bombing raids were carried out, and our aeroplanes co-oper- 
ated excellently ‘with our infantry in the attacks, engaging the 
enemy troops in the enemy's front line trenches with machine gun 
fire. 

“In the alr fighting seven German airplanes were downed,‘ of 
which one fell inside our lines. Eight others were driven down out 
of control by our anti-aircraft guns. Four of our aeroplanes are 
missing.”

OTTAWA, May 21.—J. E. Burnham

tecting Incompetency in connection 
with the conduct of the war, 

During the past four years, said 
the member for Edmonton, there had 
been too much government by com- 
mission in Canada.

In closing Mr, Oliver declared that 
it was up to the government to see 
that the pensions board earried out 
the intention of parliament ew ex- 
pressed in the report of the special 
committee and the orders in council 
based thereon. 

Defends The Board. 

Richard Blain, of Peel, warmly de- 
fended the pension board. He de- 
scribed the pensions and allowances 
provided as generous and liberal. He 
denied that there was any attempt 
on the part of the board to make in- 
formation relating to pensions a mat-

REV. DR. FRASE 
IS OPPOSED TO 
~ CHURCH UNION 


Principal of Presbyterian 
College, Montreal, 
Gives Address. 


AWAKENING. IS 
NEEDED IN CHURCH 


Spiritual Decadence Is Thing 
Wrong With Present 
Day Church. 


A notable and important address in 
furtherance of the movement for the 
preservation of the Presbyterian 
church in Canada was given py Rev. 
Dr, D. J. F. Fraser, principal of the 
Presbyterian college, Montreal, in the 
First Presbyterian church last night 
before a small but intensely interesied 
and very enthusiastic audience. I. W. 
Monteith, vice-president for Alberta 
or the Association for the Presbytert- 
an Chureh in Canada, was in the 
chair, and, after a few Introductory 
remarks, presented Rev. WW. R. 
Thomson, of Erskine church, who 
said he had no special contribution 
to make to the discussion because hvu 
had not had the opportunity of hear- 
Ing both sides debated. However, | 
apneared to him that ,on accoum oi 
the great world struggle, it waa a 
most inopportune time to participate 
in & movement that might disrupt not 
only the Presbyterian ¢hurch but the 
religious life of Canada. 

Dr, Fraser Sepaks 

Dr. Tracer was then introduced, 
and in an exceedingly clear, concise 
and forceful address outlined the 
whole position of the association, be- 
ginning first by speaking of his per- 
sonal experiences with regard to 
ehureh union, a movement which, 
from: its very inception, had never 
impressed him very seriously. He had 
refrained for many years from taking 
any active part in the discussion, for 
two reasons. The first was his per 
sonal antipathy toward theological 
controversy; the second was because 
he had never, in his wildest dreams, 
for one moment antleipated that the 
Reneral assembly would take such a 
rash and {ill-advised step as it had 
last year at Winnipeg, As inattere 
stood at the present time, the die was 
cust. The assembly had made its 
move and it remained now for each 
individual to make up his mind whe- 
ther he was going to secede from the 
Presbyterian chureh remain loyal 
to the church of hia fathers, 

Dr. Fraser then yeviewed the 
ceedings of the great conference 
last year in Toronto by those op: 
Posed to organic union. He sald that 
until then he had not committed him- 
self to either side. but that the step 
taken by the general assembly had 
compelled him, as a Presbyterian, to 
cast his lot with those who were con- 
scientiousiy and actively against or- 
ganic union, He declared that the 
merger proposed by those In sympa- 
thy with the unlon movement was 
largely political and material and 
Was in grave danger of forgetting the 
essential business of the church as a 
«piritual foree tn the werld, Dr, 
Fraser also ,said that the real diffi- 
culty of the chureh of today was not 
sectarianism or competition, but was 
iack of spiritual efficiency in all three 
churches, 

“4 Contemptible Compromise” 

The speaker took up the various 
objections which had been set forth 
by those who wished chureh union, 
The createst objection which had been 
advanced was the antiquated creeds 
of the two churches. But, he pointed 
out, the union committee, in formu- 
lating a basls of doctrine, had not at- 
tempted any revision of the Westmin- 
ster confession of faith or of ohn 
Wesley's sermons, which were really 
the creed of the Methodist church, In- 
stead of attemnting a wise revision 
ot the creeds they had made what 
might be termed a contemptible com- 
Promise, which was wholly unworthy 
of either church The thing that 
was wrong with these churches today, 

! Dr, Fraser, was spiritual deca- 
decen. A great awakening or revival 
of religion was needed, 

It was therefore incumbent upon 
them, ag Presbyterians, to concen- 
trate their endeavors upon the setting 
{in order of thelr own house, that it

The writer is trying out an experi- 
ment in seeding which, if successful, 
will be a considerable item tn times 
like the present, when wheat is scarce 
and high, He has noticed the single 
grain that comes up at random off to 
itself; how it stools shoting from 4 
to 69 stalks. Why would It not do thie 
In the Nelds, He believes far too much 
seed is planted asa rule. There are 
extreines at which Nature does noth- 
ink, One extreme is to take enough 
wheat grains to cover a square foot 
one grain deep. Cover with soil. Every 
srain will grow and make as many 
spindling etaiks as there are gains. The 
other extrame is to put nothing at all 
or. the square foot. The result will be 
nothing in both cases, 

Now, the “mean’ to take justtwe 
rains to be sure of one growing and 
plant on the square foot. The result 
will be 40 robust stalks each doing its 
full duty because not crowded. Accord- 
Ingly the writer seeded one acre with 
less than a quart planting two to threo 
grains on each sauare foot. if the re- 
sult is good it will be reported to the 
Bulletin in due time,
